MANY REPORTS OF 
DISCOVERY FALSE 


Frantic Efforts Being Made

cue m ig h t be n e a r were dashed. 
First Clue to Fate 
W hile scores of naval vessels of 
all descriptions scoured a wide area 
off th e D orsetshire coast n ear th e 
spot w here th e c ra ft w ent down, 
a thorough checkup of all c ra ft m 
th e yieinity at th e tim e th e subm a­ 
rine san k "to d a y resulted in w hat 
was believed to be th e first clue as 
to his fate. 
The m aster of the costal steam er 
Tynesider. now in dock a t G rave- 
lines, F rance, was reported to have 
told au th o rities he saw* th e M-2 sink 
suddenly stern first yesterday m orn - 
ing. 
M em bers 
of his crew*

quoted as saying they saw th e sub­ 
m arine tu rn tu rtle and th en go u n ­ 
der. 
At first, it was generally believed 
th e M-2 h a d 
m ade

Lacks Confirm ation 
E fforts to obtain official co n firm ­ 
ation of the story reported to h a v t

R u ­ 
m ors th e m en had seen th e su b m a­ 
rine behave abnorm ally on the s u r­ 
face before m aking its d e a th plunge 
stern first were w idespread. but no 
more so th a n the various report* 
th a t reached London during th e day 
of the m issing craft being discov­ 
ered.

ZONING AGAIN UPHELD 
The U. S. Supreme Court has refused to interfere with a city's 
right to p lotect itself and property owners by zoning ordinance, 
Th 
Oklahoma City council felt that the unregulated drilling and 
operation of oil w’ells within the city limits endangered life and property, 
and therriore amended the zoning ordinance to prohibit the drilling of 
a well wjrhout a permit. 
The applicant for a permit was required to 
give a bond not to exceed $200,000 .signed by a surety company authorized 
to do business in the state, guaranteeing liability, in case permit was 
granted, for damages resulting from drilling, operation and m aintenance 
of well and derrick. 
The validity of the ordinance was attacked on the ground th at it was 
an interference with the rights of property owners, who were few in n u m ­ 
ber compared with the owners of property th at might be damaged by the 
operations proposed. 
The case was fought though the state courts and 
at last carried to the highest court in the land, although the appellants 
might have fore.seen the outcome, since the Supreme Court has repeated­ 
ly refused to destroy local control in accord with state law. 
Zoned municipalities in the United States now- number around 
800, more th an half of which have ordinances of comprehensive $cope. 
There are so m any court decisions upholding the principle of zoning 
upon which cities are acting in increasing number th at there is no ground 
for attacking it as was done at large cost in Oklahoma City. 
Zoning of today should be extended even beyond the actual bound­ 
ary line.s of a city, for oftentimes the outskirts and suburbs need the 
regulation, as much or more th an the city proper.

PITTSBURGH. Jan. 27.—Senators 
David A. Reed and James J. Davis 
of Pennsylvania have been asked by 
the Pittsburgh Chamber of Com­ 
merce to inquire into the recent 
ruling of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission denying 
the plea of 
Pennsylvania bituminous coal opera­ 
tors for a readjustm ent of freight 
rates. 
Thomas A. Dunn, president of the 
chamber, discussing the ruling to­ 
day, said the tw’o senators had been 
requested to demand a reason for 
the “discriminatory” decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
He declared th at Kentucky and oth­ 
er southern coal fields were perm it­ 
ted to ship coal for four mills per 
ton mile while the Pennsylvania 
operators paid nine mills per ton 
mile for transportation of coal to 
points in the G reat Lakes area.

What may we parents do about it? 
We can help protect the child's eyes 
by cultivating in him more out of 
door play interest and social pleas­ 
ures. 
We can, moreover, lead him 
in good habits in regard to using his 
eyes. Many children read at home, 
lying on their stomachs on the floor 
with their heads cutting off the light 
from the printed page, reflected from 
the ceiling. Most children not vigi­ 
lantly guided will often violate good 
reading hygiene habits. 
Our biggest opportunity to protect 
the eyes of young children is to read 
to them as early as the second year 
and to keep on reading to them for 
hours and hours long past the time 
of their entering school. Even though 
they lag in the mechanics of reading 
during the first few school years, 
they will compensate many times for 
this loss through the increased abil­ 
ity to grasp meaning, and by their 
gain in breath of information and 
good speech. Besides, there is cul­ 
tivated a wholesome comradeship 
with the parent who reads to the 
child.

Admiral William A. Moffett, chief 
of the navy bureau of aeronautics, 
came to the defense of the new* 
navy dirigible Akron and its Good- 
year-Zeppelin builders today as the 
house naval affairs committee began 
investigation of reported deficiencies 
in the giant airship. 
“The Akron is the best airship ever 
constructed.” Moffett declared, “al­ 
though the public attitude is one of 
criticism and the general impression 
seems to be that the Akron is a 
failure.” 


Many requests come to this de­ 
partment for information concern­ 
ing special brands of infant foods. 
In general, it may be said that 
there have been great advances in 
the methods of scientific prepara­ 
tion 
of 
these 
products. 
Twenty 
years ago they were quite generally 
condemned by physicians, but so 
great has been the improvement in 
their contents and nature that all 
of them are now acknowledged to 
have a place in special cases. 
Before anything else, it should be 
re-emphasized that the best food 
for a baby is mother's milk. Next 
best, is prepared cow's milk, with 
dextrine maltose sugar added. 
The prepared foods fall into sev­ 
eral classes. 
First, evaporated milk. 
This Is 
cow’s milk, reduced by heat to half 
its volume. The process makes the 
protein of the milk more digestible 
than raw milk. It also emulsifies 
the fat to finer globules. Evapor­ 
ated milk is always cleaner than 
raw milk. 
To prepare it for feed­ 
ing, equal parts of water are added 
and sugar, or dextrine maltose, as 
in a regular milk-sugar-water prep­ 
aration of ordinary dairy milk. 
Then 
there 
are the powdered 
foods; 
mostly 
mixtures of sugars 
and starches. 
They contain dex­ 
trine and maltose which are the 
sugars easiest for the infant to di­ 
gest. 
They 
also 
contain starch, 
(lactose» and some of them cane 
sugar. Examples of such foods are 
Mellin’s Food, Horlicks Milk Mod­ 
ifier, 
Denno’s 
Food 
Allenbury’s 
Food No. 3, Ridge’s Food, and others. 
They are useful to add to whole 
milk formulae, since such formulae 
need some carbohydrate added to 
them. 
Third, died milk products, such 
as Klim and Dryco. 
These dried 
milk preparations 
are 
free 
from 
harmful bacteria and the drying 
changes the protein of the milk to a 
more digestible form. 
Fourth, are the so-called complete 
infant foods. One Is the Synthetic 
Milk Adapted 
for 
Gerstenberger. 
The object of this preparation is to 
come as close as possible to moth­ 
er’s milk. Special fats are added to 
skimmed cows milk and also cod 
liver oil to provide vitamins A and 
D. It can be obtained in powdered 
and concentrated liquid forms. 
Some foods, such as Nestle’s Milk 
Food, are a mixture of dried milk 
and sugars, such as dextrine, mal­ 
tose, cane sugar. 
They also add 
minerals, such as calcium and iron 
and cod liver oil concentrate. They 
are recommended to be used as 
supplementary to whole milk feed­ 
ings, not to supplant whole milk. 
Condensed milk comes in this cate­ 
gory. It is whole cow’s milk evap­ 
orated to half the volume and sugar 
added. 
Condensed milk should not 
be used as the only food for a baby. 
It must be supplemented by whole 
milk formulae and by orange juice 
and cod liver oil.
